more witnesses called by the wets to 
the senate prohibition committee to­ 
day that moral conditions had grown 
worse under he Volstead act. 
One of them, Father Francis Kas- 
arvun, of Sugar Knotch, Pa., paint­ 
ed fjr the committee a graphic pi;- 
ture of wide open saloons, wild carou­ 
sals by youug people, drunkeness in 
homes and intoxication among school 
uhidren in the anthracite towns of 
Pennsylvania. 
Folice statistics from many cities 
were submitted by Stanley Shirk, of 
the moderation leagie, to support his 
assertion that arrests for drunkenest 
particularly among automobile driv­ 
ers, had taken an enormous upward 
swing since the dry regime came in. 
The last witness of the day, Mrs. 
Viola Angiior, deputy chief probation 
officer in the New York city family 
court, declared cases before that court 
had increased since prohibition be­ 
cause the wives and children are suf­ 
fering more than before. 
¡ 
‘The probation officers under my di­ 
rection tell me that in their districts 
you can fine 10 or 200 stills,” she said. 
“These not only art operated in cigar 
and other stores, but also in 
the 
home. 
“Tenements are the homes of stills, 
open a door and instantly get a whiff 
of the stuff they make. The children 
are there and must know all about 
it.” She added that while the material 
condition of the wives and children 
had improved under prohibition, their 
‘moral condition” has not. 
In his testimony, Father Kasacvun 
said: ‘Immorality in my district is 
greatly on the increase. The wives 
are untrue to their husbands; they 
frequently run off with “the 
star 
boarders and leave their children be­ 
hind.

“Before prohibition young 
girls 
would not associate with a man ad­ 
dicted to drink, now they will not' go 
with a young man who caiinot get li­ 
quor for them. 
“They want wild parties. They fre­ 
quent roadhouses, then there is the 
immorality in the home with drinking 
and carousing. 
“Take the summer resorts at 
the 
lake. I made some inquiries about that 
and find that several young boys will 
get girls from respectable homes and 
take them on week end parties.”

The experiences of John R. Mason, a large land-owner, 
who became an involuntary stockholder in the railroad are 
described at some length. Mr. Mason, because of his large 
land holdings, was taxed heavily, the tax receipts being 
convertible into stock. 
So large was his stock holdings, 
th a t he received an annual pass on the road. 
J. G. Mason, a son of John R. Mason, wrote to the 
magazine recently as follows:

‘T he road was known as the Nashville and Decatur 
railroad line and extended originally from the junction oi 
the old M. and C. R. R. one and one-half miles north ol 
Decatur, Ala., to Sulphur Trestle, one mile south of Elk- 
mont, Ala., a distance of approxim ately 20 miles. 
The 
first train operated * over the short line was about the 
year 1858. 
Several thousand people came from adjoining 
counties to see their first railroad train. 
Tiny locomo­ 
tives, three in number, bearing the names of ‘Limestone,’ 
‘Luke Pryor’ and ‘Jack Mason,' drew such diminutive 
trains as shown in the im print on the pass. 
The engines 
were wood burners.”

The line included in the references above now is an im­ 
portant link in the great Louisville and Nashville system. 
The people of the wide area traversed by this mafcnifie 
ent rail system owe a great deal more than they can re­ 
pay to those far-seeing early settlers, who gave so muc?i 
to make the road possible. 
Those early residents loved the road and a striking 
illustration of this affection is given in the following 
reminiscence contributed by Miss Pryor:
